to “Mother Corn” occupied a large 
part of kthe ceremonies.

The ceremonies completed in four 
days form erly were repeated by the 
A rikara 
Indians 
throughout 
the 
growing season, as prayer for good 
crops and thanksgiving to nature for 
the blessings bestowed. 
The Ari- 
karas, according to 
Dr. 
Gilmore, 
were the leading agriculturalists of 
the Mjssouri River tribes. They came 
from farth er south along th e Mis­ 
souri River. 
They brought agricul­ 
ture north from the southwest, the 
harbingers o f agricultural develop- 
iiient over the Great Plains. They ac­ 
climated 
corn, 
beans, 
squashes, 
pumpkins, tobacco—all tFopical or 
sub-tropical crops, originally grown 
in Mexico. They also brought the 
sunflower under cultivation. 
Population Leaa 
Many centuries ago, Dr. Gilmorc< 
srys, the 
Arikuras 
began 
their 
northern migration. 
They wefe in 
Nebraska probably 400 to 500 years 
ago. 
They moved 
on 
northward, 
lived in N ebraska for a time with 
the Pawnees both tribes springing 
from the same stock, and made their 
final migration to North Dakota as 
they were pushed on by other tribes 
or conquered by the nomadic spirit. 
There are now 700 or more A rikaras 
left—years ago th e tribe probably

Says Also That the Attackers 
of Major Itnbrie Will Be

W.'isliington, July 31.—The Per­ 
sian govern inent has assured the 
state department it will take steps 
with regard to the Inibrie incident 
that will “leave no ground what­ 
ever for any anxiety on the part 
of the United States government.” 
Replying to the American com- 
municat'on demanding full protec­ 
tion for American citizens in Persia 
and threatening to break off diplo­

drunken man smoking a cigar on 
a barrel of dynamite.

"Mother Corn." Anyonr could give n 
gift—rich or poor, according to means 
—and thc gifts after the ceremony 
were distributed among those 
who 


served in the ceremonies and those 
in need.

tered around corn.

“Having carefully considered all 
the testimony pertaining to valua­ 
tion, giving consideration to con­ 
struction cost, to prices of labor 
and materials at the time of the in­ 
quiry, reproduction cost new less de­ 
preciation, and to all over relevant 
fact.s, the .Commission is of the opin­ 
ion and finds that the present fair 
value of the property of the Hughes 
Electric Company, for rate-making 
purposes, consisting of electric and 
steam heating utilities, is the sum 
of $49,909, which includes a reason­ 
able allowance for working capital 
and going value. Of this amount, 
$302,202 is electric property and 
$1.36,807 ste:wn heating property.’’ 
Regarding rate ef return it says; 
“In the original proceeding the 
Commission found that the utility 
was entitled to a return of 8 per­ 
cent upon the fair value of its prop­ 
erty. We have uniformly held that 
each case should be governed by 
the facts and circumstances sur­ 
rounding it. We find 
that A the 
Hughes Electric Company is rend­ 
ering efficient service and that a 
rate of return of 7Vi cents, plus 
Federal income taxes, will be and 
is reasonable.’’ The allowance of 
Federal income tuxes, according to 
Chairman 
Milhollan, 
brings 
the 
rate of return to about 8',^ percent. 
The railroad commission disagreed 
as to the method of accounting of

While 
the utility has set up a depreci.ation 
reserve fund and credited certain 
amounts to this fund annually, the 
books and records of the company 
disclose that only in one instance 
was a charge ever made against this 
fund, and this amounted .to only 
$27.81. If property has been retired 
and new units replaced, it has been 
covered by a direct charge to oper­ 
ations. This is clearly contrary to 
the spirit of the law pertaining to 
depreci|ition and should the practice 
of the company be continued the de­ 
preciation reserve would within a few 
years equal the value of the depre­ 
ciable property.’’ 
Reserve too High 
The u,tility, according to the com­ 
mission, credited $26,614.93 to de­ 
preciation in one year when it should 
have credited but $12,168.30. The 
utility, the commission found, had. 
on Dec. 31, 1922, a balance of $193,­ 
573.58 in its reserve account. Hold­ 
ing that the charges for deprecia­ 
tion were excessive, the 'commission 
ordered a reduction, stating $5,667.16 
per year would be adequate. 
“The manner in which the utility 
has set up a portion of its accounts 
is open to severe criticism and a 
complete adjustment of its books 
should be made in order to reflect 
the true conditions,’’ the commis­ 
sion’s order reads. 
> 
Regarding cost of operation and 
income the commission found: Total 
operating 'revenues for jcear ending 
Nov. 30, 1922, was $224,258.86 and 
operating expenses 
was #$151,747, 
leaving $72,521.03 surplus for the 
year to meet interest on investment, 
etc. The amount charged to operat­ 
ing expenses included $9,958.49 fed­ 
eral income tax, which it was con­ 
tended by complaints was an im­ 
proper charge to operating expenses. 
Legal expenses in some degree 
were found excessive by the rail­ 
road commlissiom; It .-found parti­ 
cularly that large sums charged as 
legal expenses in attacking the 
reasonablenesp and 
propriety 
of 
charges for Workmen’s Compensa^ 
tion Insurance was "unfair -to tax­ 
payers and *we do not bei.ieve it 
can be defended in. law or equity.” 
Regarding officers salaries, the 
commission held that-it coqld auli- 
stituts its Judgment for the com­ 
pany. The principal salary increase 
objected to was an increase from 
$h,000 to $10,000 per year for E. A.

the salary of the general manager, 
the eomniission is of tli,. opinion, 
that upon the record heforc us we 
cannot legally disallow it." 
With regard to coal purchases and 
the price paid by the utility the 
commission says: “In fact, there 
appeared to be a suspicion on the 
part of the counsel that because the 
utility was purchasing some coal 
from a mining company in which 
its general manager was an officer 
and stockholder, the amount.s charg­ 
ed were more than the market price, 
hiij evidence was introduced to war­ 
rant the charge. The coal exhibit 
above referred to indicates that the 
utility did in fact purchase large 
amount.s of coal from thy Knife 
River Coal Company, in which com­ 
pany the general manager is a stock­ 
holder, but there is 
no evidence 
upon which to base the claim that 
the amounts charged were greater 
than the prevailing maiLct prices.”

In which the cedar tree—symbolic 
of strength and long life—is the 
center. There is prayer for long 
life for the individuals of the tribe 
and for the tribe itself, and a fes­ 
tival of joy for the blessings 0|t 
nature in providing bounteous crop». 
Cedar Tree Ceremony 
About 250 participated in the cere­ 
mony. A cedar tree was sanctified 
at the altar of the lodge and then 
placed outside the lodge. Gifts weto 
laid before it as thanksgiving for the 
many blessings. The tree is to be 
left standing before the lodge until 
the ice goes out in the Missouri in 
the spring. Then moccasins of little 
children arc fastened to the branches, 
and the tree is carried in sacred pro­ 
cession to the river, placed in the 
current and. allowed to float down 
stream. It carries as it drifts down 
the stream the message' of the Ari- 
karas to the old village sites along 
the river—for the migration bf the 
Arikaras has been northward on the 
Missouri—that the Arikara tribe con­ 
tinues, holds the old, sacred cere­ 
monies and still has hope for the 
future. 
The third stage is that of the 
“Mother Corn” ceremony. It is most 
particularly an agricultural festival 
—a blessing of the fields, a prayer 
for good crops, a thanksgiving for 
bounteous Providence in the past and 
hope for the future crop. The time 
of this ceremony varied from the 
planting to the harvesting of the crop 
in olden times, being continued at 
intervals. It was a beautiful, poetic 
ceremony, in which hymns were sung. 
Gifts were given in the name of 
“Mother Corn.” Anyone could give a 
gift-—rich or poor, according to means 
—and the gifts after the ceremony 
were distributed among those who 
served in the ceremonies and those 
in need. 
Everything in this cercmonfv cen­ 
tered around corn. Indeed, corn en­ 
ters into all of the Arikara cere­ 
monies from the cradle to the grave. 
Dr. Gilmore said. During this time 
children arc brought up and given 
names and recognized as members of 
the tribe. Several 
children were 
lirought forward in the rites per- 
lormtd for Dr. Gilmore. 
Against Policy 
The teachings of the ceremonies 
are those of good citizenship, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Gilmore, who docs not 
agree with the Indian Bureau’s policy 
of prohibiting them. The Indians, at 
this ceremony pcVformed for the 
scientists, mourned their inability to 
have the ceremonies once again. 
"It doesn’t seem necessary that 
they should be deprived of their 
agricultural 
festivals oil praise, 
prayer and Thanksgiving,” said Dr. 
Gilmore. “Why shouldn’t the na­ 
tive Americans have such ceremon­ 
ies? They teach good citizenship in 
the tribe, and this would apply equal­ 
ly in their participation in citizenship 
in the white man’s state. 
After the ceremonies the Indians 
all shook hands with Dr. Gilmore 
and gave him good wishes for the 
future. He is planning to return to

It's over five years since the armis- 
tice, and millions who were boys then are maturing now 
Another way of looking at it is that there's a new crop of 
cannon fodder ripening. 


Europe will rebuild the property destroyed during the 


war. 
Her population will become as big as ever — which 


means, too many for European soil to support, .and millions 
leaving for foreign lands. All this, in a generation. 


But the real trouble—debt—will linger. 
The debt is so huge that much of it will be permanent, 


unless heavy levies afe made on capital and bonds are re- 


PU /ranee owes her own people (war bonds, etc.) about 52.- 
000 million' dollars/ She owes other countries some 28,000 
millions. Total is in excess of 80 billions. 
Great Britain owes her own people about 33,000 million 


dollars, and to other countries 6290 millions. Total about 


Itaiynowes her own people over 18,000 millions and still 


more to other countries.

The internal and external debts of these three war vic- 


tors amount to a total of about 157,000 million dollars. 


Say the average rate of interest on this indebtedness is 


4 per cent. It means that the three countries must pay.

charges before a penny cansbe applied to reducing the prin- 
cipal or war debt itself.

stockholders. 
The paper, they claim, 
is in as pood financial shape as the 
averupe newspaper, 
and that if a 
receiver is appointed, it should not 
be John Bloom. 
In l.ncal Court 
Disposition of the property of the 
Farm er-Labor .State Itecord, weekly 
newspaper, was 
held 
in 
aheyance 
pendinp further court action in Bur- 
leiph county. 
Objections 
made to 
the sale of the plant to Harold Hop­ 
ton, proposed hy the receiver, were 
filed 
by Lynn J. F’razier,

Members of Klan and Oth­ 
ers Engaged in Hostilities 


Haverhill, Mass., July .SI.— Four 
men were shot here early 
today 
when hostile crowds clashed with 
between .1,000 and 5,000 members 
of the Ku Klux Klan who held 
a 
meeting lasting 
into 
the 
early 
morning on a hill in the neighbor­ 
ing towns of Groveland. State and 
local (xtlice at last quelled the dis- 
oriiers, taking into custody 23 men, 
including three of the wounded 
men, and confiscated six shotguns, 
several revolvers and quantities of 
ammunition. 
The disorders broke out at the 
conclusion of a Klan initiation on 
ceremony on Perry Hill, Groveland, 
and continued as nearly 1,000 au­ 
tomobiles bearing Klansmen from 
W orcester, Boston, Springfield and 
other cities traveled from the m eet­ 
ing place homewqrd over the road 
between 
Haverhill. 
Shots 
were 
fired 
and

thrown at passing cars but so fa r 
as is known only four men were 
injured. 
None of the injured men, all of 
whom suffered buckshot wounds 
in the leg, were believed to be dan- 
gcnerously hurt.
